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WORK YOUR WAY THROUGH 


The YMCA College of Arts and Sciences was 
founded to meet the needs of men who cannot attend 
a day college because they are obliged to work for 
self-support. Students can secure a standard two- 
year college course in this institution by attending 
its evening classes from two to three full calendar 
years, depending upon the course taken. 


PRE-LEGAL COURSE 


Students enrolling in a law school after July 1st, 
1926, are required by a ruling of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, to have two years of college work 
to their credit. This work can be secured in the 
evening classes of the Y M C A College of Arts 
and Sciences in two years and three summers. 
Classes are offered in Public Speaking, American, 
English and European History, American Govern- 
ment, Municipal Government, Sociology, Criminol- 
ogy, Psychology, and English. 


PRE-MEDICAL COURSE 


The College offers two years of pre-medical work, 
credit for which is accepted hour for hour by Rush 
Medical School, University of Illinois College of 
Medicine, Northwestern University Medical School, 
and Loyola University School of Medicine. 


PRE-DENTAL COURSE 


Students who enter Class A dental schools after 
Sept. Ist, 1926, will be required to present a year 
of college work for admission. The Northwestern 
University School of Dentistry, and University of 
Illinois College of Dentistry, already have this re- 
quirement. It can be met by taking work in the 
evening classes of the Central Y M C A College of 
Arts and Sciences. 


FIRST YEAR ENGINEERING 


Prospective Engineering students who are not able 
to attend a day engineering school, can secure the 
first year of their engineering course in the Central 
Y MC A College of Arts and Sciences. 


COLLEGE TRAINING FOR BUSINESS 


While a general college course can not take the 
place of actual business experience or special train- 
ing, the man who is college-trained has a breadth 
of vision and perspective which makes him desirable 
for positions of executive leadership. 


CREDITS ARE FULLY RECOGNIZED

sity of Illinois and the North Central Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, credits earned 
in the College are accepted at full value by all 
colleges and universities in the North Central States.

MATRICULATION MEMBERSHIP 


An annual matriculation membership fee of six dollars 
is required of all students who are not members of the 
Y M C A in Chicago, Oak Park, Evanston or Aurora. 


FEES 


Tuition fees are based upon the total number of semester 
hours of work enrolled for in a given semester. The 
charges are as follows: 


$10.00 for the 1st Sem. Hr. of work. 
$5.00 for each additional Sem. Hr. of work. 


$2.50 additional for each Sem. Hr. of a Laboratory 
Course. 


A laboratory fee of $5.00 and a breakage deposit of 
$1.00 are required each semester for every three or four 
semester hour course in Chemistry and a laboratory fee of 
$6.00 for Zoology. The laboratory fee for Physics is $2.00 
each semester. 


CASH PAYMENTS 


Cash payments are due within the first week of school. 
If such payments are not made within the cash period 
they become, of course, extended payments, the terms of 
which are stated below. For students entering after the 
beginning of the semester, the extended payment charge 
will be effective one week from the date of enrollment. 


EXTENDED PAYMENT PLAN 


While tuition fees are payable in advance, frank recog- 
nition is made of the fact that some students find it incon- 
venient to pay the full tuition in cash. To accommodate 
these men an extended payment plan has been devised, 
whereby the student pays a portion of the total charges in 
cash and gives his personal note for the balance, which is 
paid off in bi-weekly or monthly installments. 


An additional charge of 10 percent of the unpaid 
balance is made on all fees not paid within the first week 
of the semester.
